Fire in tlie JLeadville Mines. 


Denver,Oct.5—A Repvhlican special 
from Leadville says that a fire started 
at 5 o'clock yesterday morning in the 
shaft house of the old Vulcan shaft 
in Chrisolite mine, caused by a sick 
miner dropping 
a 
candle. The 
building was consumed, and burning 
debris fell into the shaft, setting it 
on fire. The Vulcan connects with 
the Chrisolite, Little Chief Ali, Cli- 
max and Little Pittsburgh mines by 
levels at a depth of 120 feet, all of 
which are filled with carbonic acid, 
and the smoke drove the men from 
their work of constructing bulkheads, 
600 feet away. Twelve men were 
overcome by smoke and barely es- 
caped death. 
After great trouble 
bulkheads were built, preventing the 
fire from spreading, and the [flames 
are now confined to a radius of 30 
feet from the Vulcan shaft, and are 
completely under control. 
All shafts 
are hermetically closed to exclude 
draughts, and will remain so for four 
days. Work will be suspended in all 
mines for a week, and perhaps longer. 
Nobody seriously hurt. 
Damage 
about $20,000; caused by delay of 
work. All levelB and drafts are full 
of gas. 


Circular of tlie Italian Mlnlater of 
JuHtice. 


Rome, Oct. 5.—The Italian Minis- 
ter of Justice is preparing a circula to 
Procurator General, and the Minister 
of the Interior is preparing another 
to perfect recalling into vigor legal 
dispositions regarding the Jesuits^ 
which formed a part of the bill for thé 
suppression of religious orders passed 
in 1873, and which has been allowed 
to fill into disuse. 
These mea sureq 
have been taken in consequence of the 
number of French Jesuita taking ref- 
uge in Italy. 


Parnell at Kilkenney. 


Dublin, Oct. 5.—Parnell addressed 
a meeting of 10,000 persons at Kil- 
kenny Saturday last.

parliament and fifty Catholic 
priests were present.

John Murray is a farmer living in 
Walker avenue, near Grand avenue, 
Greenville, N. J. 
His ^wo-story 
house stands in the avenue, and be 
hind it he pastures liis cattle. 
The 
animals are housed at night in small 
sheds, one story in height, in the rear 
of his house. 
In his herd is a young 
short-horn bull. The bull is a wiry 
animal, but has 
heretofore never 
Bhowu an ugly 
disposition. 
On 
Wednesday evening Mr. Murray went 
out of the house, saying to his wife 
that he had forgotten to give the an- 
imals a drink of water all around 
He would do it before he went to bed 
He had not been gone long before 
Mrs. Murray heard groang from the 
direction of the barn. She ran out of 
doora and called her husband's name 
There was no reply, except another 
groan, that unmistakably came from 
the'ljarn. Mrs. Murray hastened to 
the barn, and as she approached the 
bull bounded out of the stable and 
ran into the open lot. She found Mr. 
Murray lying on the stable floor, with 
his left h^nd upon a wound in his 
left side. He had been pierced by 
the horns of the bull so that part of 
his intestines protruded. 
Mrs. Mur- 
ray called for help, and her sons came 
and aided her to carry Mr. Murray to 
the house. 
Dr. Wilkeson, of Bergen 
avenue, was summoned, and 
the 
wound was sewed up. He says that 
three days must elapse before he can 
announce 
positively whether Mr. 
Murray is out of danger. 


Mr. Murray was seen yesterday by 
a reporter, and willingly related the 
story of the struggle he had with the 
bull. He said; "The bull is a young 
fellow, and a smart one, too, but I 
never knew him to be bad before. He 
seemed to be as gentle as a cow. 
It 
was my custom to tie him by a rope; 
one end of the rope was around his 
horns and the other end was fastened 
to the manger. When I went into the 
stable I untied the rope and led him 
out peaceably enough. When I at- 
tempted to lead him back he hung 
back and yanked at the rope vicious- 
ly. 
I pulled at the rops and coaxed 
and threatened the bull by turns, and 
at last got him inside the stable. When 
I had got him inside of the stable i 
was sure that he was in my power, 
and as he gave a lunge for the door, 
I twitched the rope around his horns 
as sharply as I could. This seemed 
to make him mad. He made a dive 
at me and I jumped to one side. Then 
I saw that I had my hands full. By 
this time I was pretty mad myself, so 
I gave the rope another yank and 
s li® ^"U to behave himself.

Again he 
came for me and began to gore and 
toss me- I made a great outcry and 
he darted out of the door. Tnen my 
wife came to my aid."

Robberies on the freight cars of the 
New York Central and Hudson River 
Eailroad have been frequent. The 
thieves have been in the habit of hid- 
ing themselves irf cars before leaving 
the city.

Then they would disembark at the 
next station, go back and secure what 
they had stolen. On September 3 
ost>ich feathers and trimmed hat-, 
valued at $400, were stolen in this 
way. On September 16 a number of 
shawls were found lying near the 
track where the thieves had failed to 
find them. It was learned that a car 
had been broken open near Hastings. 
The thieves threw out twenty five 
shawls and a quantity of hosiery. 
In 
the car was a'so a quantity of under- 
wear and men's clothing. The thieves 
took ofl" their own clothing and dress- 
ed themselves in new suits. Four 
ragged suits were found in the car. 
John Scanlon, chief detective of the 
road, examined them and found a 
paper in a pocket of a pair of panta- 
loons. It was a ticket of leave of 
absence issued in 1879 to Francis 
Gyse. from the school ship Minnesota, 
gicanlon brought the ticket to this 
city. Detective Cottrell of the Forty- 
seventh street police station recog- 
nized the name and knew the man. 
Francis Gyse, aged 19 years, was ar- 
rested at 647 Tenth avenue. He at 
once confessed his guilt and gave the 
names of his associates in the robberyt 
Qae of them, Charles Hummel, was 
arrested. Gyse said that on the even-
